Doing the Right Thing 


Said a radio announcer recently, “It is 
not enough to wish people would do the 
right thing; you have to urge them.”” How 
true it is. Try is we will, we cannot get 
away from the Biblical doctrine of the 
depravity of man. The flood that was sent 
in the days of Noah was occasioned by 
God's observation of the nature of man 
after the fall. ‘God saw,’ we read, ‘‘that 
every imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually.” 


The same situation reappeared shortly 
after the earth was repeopled, and the 
inclination to evil rather than to good has 
been with us ever since. The Apostle Paul 
knew from experience and observation as 
well as from revelation the frailties of 
man and the plan of God. He recorded 
in the latter part of Romans 1 such words 
as these: “When they knew God, they 
glorified him not as God, neither were 
thankful; but became vain in their im- 
aginations, and their foolish heart was 
darkened” (Rom. 1: 21). 


Living as we do in a somewhat Chris- 
tianized society and being associated with 
church we sometimes forget that man’s 
heart is “deperately wicked.” It slips our 
mind that the very shadow of the church 
steeple as it circles daily with the sun 
encloses in that arc many who need to be 
urged to do right, as the comimentator 
said. 

In the light of the above it is strange 
that some church leaders in the past have 
objected to evangelistic invitations being 
pressed or people being urged individ- 
ually to repent and to accept the saving 
grace of Christ. Surely if people cannot be 
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expected to do what is right without urg- 
ing, neither can they be expected to make 
without urging the supreme decision of 
life to accept Him who is ‘the way, the 
truth, and the life.” 

To submit to the will of Christ is a 
struggle, one which most people try to 
avoid as they did in the days of His flesh. 
Jesus lived perfectly, performed miracles, 
preached fervently, prayed earnestly, and 
even wept to bring people the forgiveness 
which He offered and yet there were many 
who would still, as He said, die in their 
sins (John 8: 21). 

We who are Christians are not com- 
missioned to a program of wishing people 
would do the right thing but of present- 
ing to them with strong urging the right 
Person, who will empower them to do 
the right thing. 


The Late Lamented 
Church Union Plans 

Christian Century has editorially cham- 
pioned union of denominations while 
others in the ecumenical movement have 
contented themselves with an emphasis on 
unity rather than union. Two plans for 
union of several denominations have re- 
cently given up the ghost after a ten-year 
struggle. The editor uses strong words in 
fixing the blame for the untimely death. 
“It is simply a fact,” he avers, “that the 
widely held Christian consensus in at least 
the churches above named (Methodist, 
Presbyterian, Congregational, Baptist, Dis- 
ciple, and United Brethren) is ecclesiasti- 
cally uninformed, theologically illiterate, 
and socially so naive that it cannot identify 
or combat the factors of power, tradition, 
class, and race which prevent consensus 
from growing into conviction.” 

One of the reasons for the failure of 
church union plans, says Christian Cen- 
tury, is that people trust in the unity that 
finds expression in the World Council of 
Churches. However, along with lamenting 
the death of current plans for union the 
magazine expresses hope for the future in 
the predicted death of another force with- 
in the churches. “Sooner or later,” the 
editor prophesies in his closing sentence,

Summary 


It seems that in our work for children 
and youth, the churches are becoming con- 
cious of their responsibility. The number 
of Summer Bible Schools and youth camps, 
and of those attending is an impressive 
total. While this is very good, the ques- 
tion may be asked whether sufficient chal- 
lenge is made to gain total commitment to 
the Christian life. It is apparent that there 
is a chance for improvement in this re- 
gard. 

In the matter of evangelistic services, 
it would seem possible for each church to 
have a preaching mission once in two 
years, and a lay visitation evangelism in the 
alternate years, so that every church would 
have a report to make every year in this 
field. 

The committee appreciates the fact that 
all churches reported, although somewhat 
late, and we hope that this condensed re- 
port may take the place to some extent of 
the longer individual reports of yester- 
year.

of Protestant Christianity. Today no truly 
Protestant minister wants to be thought 
of as a priest — a pastor, leader, shepherd, 
minister, servant, intercessor, but never a 
priest, for we believe in the universal 
priesthood of all believers. 

By the very nature of pharisaic exclusiv- 
ism, faith and morality as relating to a 
personal religious experience, were lack- 
ing. The Jew supposed his relationship to 
God to be determined by his birth. “We 
are Abraham’s children,” they boasted (see 
John 8). In this circumstance, faith as a 
personal factor in relation to God would 
be minimized. Where inner personal ex- 
perience is left out of faith, it is quite 
naturally left out of morality and ethics 
as well. Morality to the average Jew seems 
to have been simply a matter of unques- 
tioning adherence to every detail of law 
and tradition. Morality seems to have 
been not so much a matter of right and 
wrong as obedience to arbitrary regula- 
tion. It was quite possible to circumvent 
the real purpose of the law without in- 
curring any risk in morality. 

If there is any one thing which Jesus 
ever emphasized more than others it is 
that religion is an inner and spiritual mat- 
ter, that religion is a way. of life. So in 
the Christian tradition, faith and morality 
are forever inseparable. A quick look at 
the Sermon on the Mount reveals that at 
the heart of that body of Jesus’ teaching ts 
the thought, “Reality in religion.” From 
the Sermon on the Mount we understand 
that religion issues in the heart and flows 
into the life. The Pharisees delighted in 
ostentatious display, in “practicing piety 
as a public spectacle.” This brief outline 
will show that Jesus’ interest was in a 
personal religious experience.

The Fatherhood of God 


In general, Jesus’ view of God followed 
that of the Old Testament in its lofty 
sense. However, Jesus did emphasize an- 
other side of the character of God from 
that which was common in the Old Testa- 
ment, and a view which was quite diff- 
erent from the prevailing concept of God 
in Jesus’ time. His favorite term for God 
was Father. 

In a dozen or so places in the Old 
Testament God is called a father to His 
people. Usually, though perhaps not al- 
ways, the reference is that God is creator, 
maker, and therefore father in that sense. 
For example, see Malachi 2: 10 where the 
fact that the people have “one father” 
(God) is made a basis for fair dealing 
among the brethren. On the other hand, 
Psalm 103: 13: “Like as a father pitieth 
his children, so the Lord pitieth them 
that fear him,” approaches Jesus’ concept 
of the fatherhood of God, only in simile 
form. 

But nowhere in the Old Testament do 
we find a clear and definite concept of 
God as father to the individual worshiper 
in a personal and spiritual relationship. It 
remained for Jesus to introduce this idea 
into religion. The dominant conception in 
the Old Testament is that of God as king 
rather than that of God as father. Even 
more that is the dominant concept of 
God taught by pharisaic Judaism of Jesus’ 
time. 

In Jesus’ thinking and teaching, God is 
Father in all the personal spiritual in- 
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timacy of the word, a teaching whic J 
been basic in the developing Christ 
spiritual experience through the years. 


The Kingdom of God 


We cannot close without saying a wi 
about Jesus’ teaching concerning the Ki 
dom of God, because here is an % 
in which Jesus introduced a thoroug 
new concept to the religion of His” 
and enlarged and enriched the teach 
of the Old Testament. In pharisaic Ju 
ism, the universal reign and rule of € 
was assumed, but specifically and pe 
iarly the nation of Israel was considé 
as God’s Kingdom. The nation was Gi 
by choice through Abraham, by deli 
ance from Egypt and other crises, and 
promise for the future. 


The phrases “kingdom of God” 
“kingdom of heaven” are oft-recurt 
phrases in the teachings of Jesus. It sho 
be noted that the two terms must 
understood as identical in meaning | 
may be used’ interchangeably. They are 
used in the Synoptic Gospels where J 
thew always says, “kingdom of heav 
and Luke (Mark similar) always 1 
“kingdom of God” (cf. Matt. 13; | 
13: 18-23). Usually in Synoptic usage, 
term refers to the spiritual order foun 
by Jesus, an order in which the will

The pleasing variety of food and 
table service was provided by the local 
arrangement of having three different 
Sabbath School classes take the responsibil- 
ity of preparing and serving the meals 
on Sabbath day and Sunday. About 300 
were fed Sabbath noon with somewhat 
smaller numbers on other occasions. Over

Although the sermons by the ministers 
mentioned above were very good, and 
the young people’s message by the Rev.

The business of the Association was car- 
ried forward rapidly on Sunday morning 
but required almost two hours to complete.

The 
work is provided for by a 50c per member 
assessment paid by the member churches. 
The treasury showed an increase in the 
balance on hand of nearly $300 over the 
previous year. The Finance Committee re- 
commended the expenditure of $100 to 
the Missionary Board to provide addi- 
tional funds for the travel of the Rene 
Mauch family to British Guiana. By mo- 
tion the new budget was increased’ $100 to 
provide funds for the Publicity Com- 
mittee and $50 to allow the Christian 
Education Committee to do more work. 
Also by motion from the floor it was 
voted to take $250 from the cash surplus 
in. the treasury to help send another 
worker to the Nyasaland field this year to 
meet the denominational missionary 
emergency. (There are not enough mis- 
sionary-teachers to carry on the school 
work in the absence of the Pearsons.)
